and of all persons claiming under him or them, by virtue of any title 
subsequent to such mortgage; but no title accruing prior to the execu­
tion of such mortgage, shall be affected thereby. 

SEC. 18. Any person to whom a subsequent mortgage may have 
been executed, shall be entitled to the same privilege of redemption of 
the mortgaged premises, that the mortgagor might have had, or of sat­
isfying the prior mortgage; and shall by such satisfaction acquire all 
the benefits to which such prior mortgagee, was or might have been en­
titled. 

SEC. 19. When the mortgaged premises, or any part of them, shall 
have been purchased at such sale by the mortgagee, his legal represent­
ative, or his or their assigns, as herein before provided, the affidavits of closure at the 
the publication and affixing notice of sale, and of the circumstances of tion.J ° rc e"'11 

such sale, shall be evidence of the sale, and of the foreclosure of the 
equity of redemption, as herein specified, without any conveyance be­
ing executed, in the same manner, and with the like effect, as a convey­
ance executed by a mortgagee upon such sale to a third person.

SEC. 1. Every boat or vessel, used in navigating the waters of this 
territory shall be liable: 

1. For all debts contracted by the master, owner, agent, or consignee 
thereof, on account of supplies furnished for the use of such boat or ves­
sel, on account of work done or services rendered on board of sucli boat 
or vessel, or on account of labor done or materials furnished by mechan­
ics, tradesmen, or others in and for building, repairing, fitting out, fur­
nishing, or equiping such boat or vessel: 

2. For all sums due for wharfage or anchorage of such boat or ves­
sel within this territory: 

3. For all demands or damages, accruing from the non-performance, 
or mal-performance of any contract of affreightment, or any contract 
touching the transportation of persons or property, entered into by the

master, owner, agent, or consignee of the boat or vessel on which such 
contract is to be performed ; and, 

4. For all injuries done to persons or property by such boat or ves­
sel. 

SEC. 2. Any person having a demand as aforesaid, instead of pro­
ceeding for the recovery thereof, against the master, owner, agent, or 
consignee of a boat or vessel, may at his option institute suit against 
such boat or vessel by name. 

SEC. 3. Any plaintiff wishing to institute suit against a boat or ves­
sel, shall file his camplaint against sucli boat or vessel by name, with 
the clerk of the district court of the county in which such boat.or ves­
sel shall lie or be. 

SEC. 4. The complaint shall set forth the plaintiffs demand in all 
its particulars, and on whose account the same accrued; it shall be 
verified by the affidavit of the plaintiff or some credible person for 
him. 

SEC. 5. Whenever any complaint, as aforesaid, shall be filed in the 
office of of the clerk of the district court, it shall be his duty to issue a 
warrant returnable in twenty days, directing and authorizing the sher­
iff to seize the boat or vessel mentioned in the complaint, and detain the 
same in his custody, together with its tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
until discharged from such custody by due course of law. 

SEC. 6. Upon the return of any warrant, issued by virtue of the 
next preceding section, proceedings shall be had in the district court 
against the boat or vessel seized, in the same manner as if suit had been 
instituted against the person on whose account the demand accrued. 

S E C 7. The master, owner, agent, or consignee, of the boat or ves­
sel, may appear on behalf of such boat or vessel, and answer the com­
plaint. 

S E C 8. If in any action, commenced under the provisions of this 
chapter, the master owner, agent, or consignee, of the said boat or ves­
sel, shall not appear and answer the complaint, in twenty days after 
the said action shall be commenced, the plaintiff may proceed to take 
judgment, in the same manner, and under the same restrictions, as in a 
civil action against a natural person ; if an issue of facts should be join­
ed, the proceedings shall be had as in other actions. 

S E C 9. If the master, owner, agent, or consignee shall, before final 
judgment in any suit instituted by virtue of this chapter, give bonds 
to the plaintiff in such suit, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the court, or the judge or clerk thereof in vacation, conditioned to satis­
fy the amount which shall be adjudged to be owing and due to the 
plaintiff, in the determination of the suit, together with all costs accru­
ing, such boat or vessel, with the tackle, apparel, and furniture, be­
longing thereto, shall be discharged from further detention by the 
sheriff. 

S E C 10. If judgment shall be rendered against any boat or vessel, 
in favor of the plaintiff, the court shall make an order directed to the 
sheriff, commanding him to sell such boat or vessel, together with its 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, to satisfy the judgment, and all costs 
that may have accrued in the cause, which order shall be executed and 
returned in the same manner as executions. 

S E C 11. If bond and security shall have been entered into, accord­
ing to the ninth section of this chapter, and judgment shall have been 
rendered in favor of the plaintiff, execution shall be issued for the amount 
of judgment and costs, in favor of the plaintiff, against the principal and 
security in such bond. 

S E C 12. Justices of the peace, within their respective counties, 
shall have cognizance of all cases arising under this chapter, when the 
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demand claimed, shall not exceed the jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace. 

SEC. 13. In all their proceedings, justices of the peace shall con­
form to the provisions of the law governing justices' courts, and as near 
as may be to the provisions of this chapter, as they apply in the dis­
trict court. 

SEC. 14. Each warrant issued by a justice of the peace under this 
chapter, shall be returnable forthwith; and upon the return of such 
warrant, it shall be the duty of the justice of the peace to hear and de­
termine the complaint of the plaintiff, in a summary manner. 

SEC. 15. All warrants issued by the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be served and returned as writs or warrants of attachment are 
•served and returned. 

SEC. 16. Whenever an order of sale shall be made for 'the sale of a 
boat or vessel, with its tackle, apparel, and furniture, the 'sheriff or 
constable shall have power to sell such part thereof, or such interest 
therein, as shall be necessary to satisfy the amount of judgment reiT-
d'ered in favor of the plaintiff, and all the costs that may have accrued. 

•SEC. 17. Upon good and sufficient cause shown by the master', 
'owner, agent, orconsignee of any boat or vessel, sold under this chap­
ter, the court or justice of the peace may grant a continuance of the 
•cause; but no such continuance shall operate as a discharge of such 
•boat or vessel from the custody of the sheriff or constable. 

SEC. 18. No continuance of a cause, under this chapter, shall be 
granted to the plaintiff. 

SEC. 19. Sheriffs, constables, and other officers, shall receive the 
same fees and compensation for their services under this chapter, as 
are allowed them in eases of suits of attachment. 

SEC. 20. In all cases arising under this chapter, :if judgment shall 
have been rendered in favor of the plaintiff, the master, owner, agent, 
or consignee of the boat or vessel, or other person interested, may -ap-
•peal from the judgment, as if they, or either of them, had been sued. 

SEC. 21. All actions against a boat or vessel, under the provisions 
of this chapter, shall be commenced and sued -within-one year after the 
cause of such action shall have accrued.
